Say Ratification of League 
of Nations Would Have 
Helped. 


Washington, March 6.—Appearing 
today before the house naval 
affairs 
committee, Secretary of tho 
Navy 
Daniels declared that our navy 
“is 
weak in the types of ships which the. 
world war proved were essential in 
fleet efficiency” and he urged 
the 
adoption of tho building program for 
next year calling for 30 ships. 
“In the unsettled condition of the 
world today,” he said “our navy must 
be prepared for any emergency. 
“ We have only two courses to pur­ 
sue. We must have a league of nations 
by which every nation will help pre- 
t-erve the peace of the world without 
competitive 
navy 
building 
or 
we 
must have incomparably the biggest 
navy in the world. There is no mid­ 
dle ground.” 
Unless there is a league of nations 
soon, or if the United states finally 
decides to stay' outside 
tile 
iemfue. 
Secretary Daniels said he would be 
co n stra in ed to recommend a building 
program calling for the construction 
oi: 0‘d ships. 
Uncertainties. 


“I had hoped,” said the secretary, 
“to appear today with a final recom­ 
mendation as to the building program 
for the navy, but as the peace treaty 
has not been acted upon there are un­ 
certainties in the situation. 
“If the covenant had been ratified 
our duty would have been plain. With 
the league in operation it would not 
have been necessary to impose upon 
the taxpayers, in view of present bur­ 
dens, the money necessary for build­ 
ing more capital ships. 
* 
“The building program for the next 
fiscal vear, as presented to you, is: 
Battleships, 2; battle cruisers, I; scout 
cruisers* IO; flotilla leaders, 5; 
fleet 
submarines, 6; airplane carriers 2; air­ 
craft tenders 2; destroyer tenders, I; 
submarine tender, I. 
“I am not recommending additional 
dreadnoughts, battle 
cruisers and 
scout cruisers, through these ships are 
the backbone of naval efficiency. 
“Had the peace treaty been 
set­ 
tled with the probability of armaments 
being curtailed and regulated as orig­ 
inally suggested by your committee 
in 1916, I would have submitted a pro­ 
gram today which would have only 
rounded out the navy along the lines 
found necessary by our experience in 
the late world war. 
“Two battleships authorized prior 
to 1916 are now nearly completed and 
we are building under the three year 
program of 1916 ten battleships more 
powerful than any foreign battleships 
afloat and six battle cruisers superior 
to any foreign vessels of their class. 
Ten scout cruisers also are under con*

States of P"« Ria— a federation sim ­ 
ilar to the iJ mied States of America 
— is the future form that R ussia 
will take, according to a prediction 
made today by Count Phalen, former 
Governor General of V ilna, who was 
president of W est R ussia in 1919. 
Me added that there w ill be a central 
government like that at. W ashing ton 
but that it wilb take a long lim e for 
the new state to work out the and 
stabilize its existence. The W est Rus­ 
sian reg im e w as created during the 
violent fig hting in the northern fron­ 
tier of Poland and Petrograd during 
1919, but it collapsed after a short 
existence. 
Its sym pathies were said 
to be pro-Bolsheviki and that it had 
the assistance of larg e forces of Ger­ 
man troops that w ere then in Cour- 
land. 
“ I am convinced that the soviet | 
governm ent is too strong ly entrench- ! 
ed to be overthrown 
now ,” 
said 
Count Phalen. 
‘‘There w as an op 
portunity for that last summ er, but , 
it was lost. 
The new Russian gov 
ernment appears to be a stable unit 
bin 
I think that it w ill eventually 1 
evolve into a real representative in­ 
stitution. 
"Some parts of R ussia w ill de- 1 
velop faster in a political sense than . 
others. 
These districts as autono-1 
mous states will retain virtually the 
same political rig hts as the Ameri-1 
can states, but they w ill eventually 
be partof the whole just as the states 
in America each represent, an infre- ! 
gral part of the union.” 
“ Do you believe that the Baltic 
states will join the Russian federa 
tion? ” 
Count Phalen w as asked. He 
replied: 
“ They will be com pelled to join 
because they control 
the 
seacost. 
Otherwise it would be just as if the 
orig inal thirteen Am erican 
colonies 
had attem pted to secede, cutting off 
the balance of America frAn the A t­ 
lantic coast. 
"Lenine ( the prem ier of 
Soviet 
R ussia) recog nizes R ussia’s econom ic 
dependence upon the trade routes of 
Latvia and E sthonia and in prom is­ 
ing them local autonom y. 
But he is 
also said to be dem anding that they 
join an econom ic alliance with Great 
Russia. 
“I believe that the 
new 
United 
States of Russia w ill include Finland, 
Latvia, Esthonia, Lithuania, Ukrain- 
ia and Crimea.” 
W hile Lenine and Trotsky are striv­ 
ing for peace with the outside world, 
the resumption of com m erce and the 
building up of Russia econom ically, 
they are looking far into the future. 
I^enine is quoted as saying that he is 
am bitious to ‘‘establish a working 
soviet governm ent, controlled by the 
common people, which w ill arouse 
the admiration of (he working classes 
in the other nations of Europe.” 
The officials of the soviet are hope­ 
ful of securing peace during the w in­ 
ter so that the spring would find the 
doorways of Russia open for exports 
and imports. 
Trotsky has elaborate 
plans under way for utilization of 
many of his best troops in industry 
and farm work, but so far as known 
only a sm all percentag e of the great 
soviet army has been disbanded. 
The 
reluctance of the bolshevik leaders to 
dem obilize reflected (heir fears of the I 
allie s ’ “ peace in te n tio n s.”

“I wasn’t locked up.” says the 
the big Pole. “They merely insist­ 
ed that I remain in Russia and re­ 
port often to the officials. I was 
allowed to wrestle and took part in 
several matches. 
“Then along came Kerensky and 
the revolution which he led. His

in Russia during the war was that 
of saving his life by throwing 


reign nearly cost me my life. 
“George Yu rich and Alex. Aberg 
wrestlers well known in the U. S. 
were monopolizing the sport in 
Russia, to such an extent that to 
oppose them in any way was dan- 
gerous.l 
Aberg owed me 6,000 
rubles, though, and I tried to col­ 
lect it. 
He refused to pay me 
and told the police of Petrograd 
that I was an Austrian spy, mere­ 
ly posing as a great wrestler so 
that I could roam about Russia 
collecting information. 
“The country 
was 
swarming 
with spies then and the 
police 
made little ado about arresting 
them and sentencing them to jail 
or the firing squad. 
“When 
they arrested me I 
thought my time had come. But 
the police, in quizzing me, let out 
the fact that Aberg said I was 
not a well known wrestler but 
that I was faking the role to get 


Aberg, another famous wrestler, 
to prove that he (Zbyszko) was 
really a great mat artist and net 
a* imposter and spy.

This gave me a chance. I 
asked the police to let me wrestle 
Aberg to prove that I was a real 
star and not an imposter. They 
ordered A b e r g to give me a 
chame at him—much against his 
willr When we stepped onto the 
mat I saw in a minute that Aberg 
had packed the place with his 
friends and that I would have to 
win decisively to get out alive. 
“After two hours of wrestling, 
such as Americans—or any other 
fans have 
seen—I threw 
him. 
T*he police released me and or­ 
dered Aberg to pay me the 6.000 
rubles. He gave me 1,000 rubles 
in the ring. 
“Aberg and Lurich got in Dutch 
when Kerensky was driven from 
power by the Reds. The Bolshe­ 
v is t threw the pair in jail and 
and Aberg was booked to face a 
firing squad, but managed to es­ 
cape. 
I think both of them are in 
Turkey now.”

“They merely insist­ 
ed that I remain in Russia and re­ 
port often to the officials. I was 
allowed to wrestle and took part in 
several matches. 
“Then along came Kerensky and 
the revolution which he led. His

of saving his life by throwing

for u daylight savings measure of 
some kind, and the prospect is that 
many cities will do business this year 
an hour ahead of the 
country dis­ 
tricts. surrounding them or from which 
they draw support. While this want 
of co-ordination would cause no little 
inconvenience, the farmers generally 
prefer it to universal daylight saving. 
City people declare that office and 
factory workers benefit both mentally 
and morally from the extra daylight 
hour in the evening. 
Representatives 
of farm organizations counter with the 
statement that daylight saving drives 
labor from the farms, reduces 
food 
production and increase prices.

The House * Com­ 
mittee on Agriculture has re-opened 
the interminable inquiry- Representa­ 
tive Anderson favors^ divorcing the 
packers from the ownership of refrig­ 
erator cars and establishing a Fed­ 
eral commission to regulate the pack­ 
ing industry. 
While many farmers do not feel alto­ 
gether kindly toward the stockyards 
interests, they recognize that stock 
growers as well as packers must suffer 
from the constant probing which seems 
only to surround the packing industry I 
with new uncertainties. 
The railroads return to privat e hands 
can afford no large measure of irnrne- I 
diate relief. Yet were cars abundant | 
the growers would be none to anxious 
to sell, stoutly maintaining as they 
do that prices at stockyards are so : 
near cost of production as to make 
stock raising progressively more un-!
